Press reports from Beirut say, there is dissat- 
isfaction in the Egyptian Air Force; these reports 
cite a recent incident in which two pilots disobeyed 
orders not to interfere with Israeli violations of 
Egyptian airspace. The Paris newspaper France - Soir 
has claimed that three senior Egyptian Foreign Min- 
istry officials have been arrested on charges of 
plotting to overthrow Sadat. 


The government announced yesterday that a num- 
ber of cases of espionage will soon be revealed, 
but it generally has countered reports of unrest by 
portraying them as Israeli psychological warfare. 
Egyptian newspapers of 12 July carried a charge by 
the chief of general intelligence that domestic 
dissidence is being fanned by US and Israeli intel- 
ligence.
